During the last quarter of 2013, 
residents living near, and commuters traveling 
through the project corridor area can expect 
to see structures evolving. In this photograph, 
support columns will serve as the foundation 
for the future Berryessa BART Station and 
elevated trackway in San Jose.

Construction has ramped up and resi-

to and from the future station. Construction on these activities is expected to 
continue throughout the year, with station build-out through 2016. 


A t Hostetter Rd., work on the project's first San Jose grade separation 


is progressing, with half of the planned street-level bridge completed. 

In early September 2013, both directions of Hostetter Rd. traffic were 
moved onto the completed portion of the deck to accommodate work activi- 
ties on the second half of the bridge. A trench is being constructed under 
the bridge so that BART tracks can be placed beneath the existing road. It 
is anticipated that the Hostetter grade separation will be completed in early 
2014, at which point crews will restore the three traffic lanes between Lundy 
Ave. and Flickinger Ave.

The station footprint will begin to take shape as crews install stee| 
supports into the soil. These soil supports will also be installed along 
the project corridor to the north and south of Montague Expwy. Major 
utilities are being relocated at Piper Dr., Montague Expwy., the station 
campus and across Capitol Ave. to clear the corridor for train service and 
Station construction. Traffic capacities on Capitol Ave. and Montague 
Expwy. will be reduced intermittently through mid-2014 to accommodate 
Street level bridge construction. Other corridor preparation includes: tree 
trimming, leveling the ground, and verifying utility locations. A power 
substation is being installed at 
Railroad Ct. near Calaveras Blvd. 
in Milpitas to help power the 
BART system.

three bridges over Warren Ave. 
is underway. The first bridge for 
Union Pacific Railroad trains to pass over Warren Ave. will be completed 
in October. Excavation to trench Warren Ave. under both freight trains and 
BART has also begun. A large number of trucks are entering and exiting 
the roadway as work progresses into early Winter 2014.

Columns, frame work and concrete for the new BART bridge 
will be installed through early winter. Upcoming lane modifications on 
Mission Blvd. will shift traffic in phases to allow for final bridge work, but 
all lanes will remain open. Construction for the BART Warm Springs exten- 
sion is occurring near Grimmer Blvd. and San Francisco Public Utilities 
Commission work on Mission Blvd. near |-680.
